In 
refereuceto the insults which he bad heaped upou 
me, and which he had refused to withdraw, I said 
in my rote, “I think you ure wrong in this; I 
think that upon reflection you will see that 
you are wrong, and that vour cilm rea.-ou will 
show you the justice of your bow withdrawing an 
assertion which places me in a position that no 
honorable man can occupy.” There was nothing 
ia this that indicated a lack of a peaceable desire 
on my part, provided I was not dishonored by 
Mr. Maxwell’s acts; yet he twice refused to answer 
it, although he well knew the contents of the note 
and the spirit in which it was couched. Mr. Max- 
well parted with uie at Cloverport more than 
eighteen hours after the insult he had given me 
at the meeting, content to let uie rest under it, 
and also content to leave me with the reflection 
that a note from me w as unworthy of his consid- 
eration. You will admit that no man who occu- 
pies aud desires to maintain the position of a gen- 
tleman, could silently aud meekly rest under such 
treatment, and it remains to be considered what 
alternative Mr. Maxwe 1 bad left to me. The cus-
